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THE GOLDEN RULE 

During the past wc ?k or so in Ray 
mend pilteilng and petty larcency 
have been having an innings. Three 
tires A- rims have been stolen oft cars 
end t,\o cars taken for Joy riding 
apparently, and one of them left on 
the 1 oa i de ci ted because there was 
not enough gas in it to finish the 
trip. 

What is the Idea back of these 
pranks, am why couldn’t we create 
a sentiment that would curb these 
practices in our town There is noth 
ing gained by it. In the first place 
articles that are taken such as these 
have been an 1 are always a cause of 
worry because of the fear of bring 
found out. Cnc cannot have a c!car 
conscience, and without this there Is 
no joy in life. Then too. in renn et 
ion with car stealing. It is rcldom 
that the oner, who borrow without 
asking are not four ’ out. an 1 always 
if apprehended the fine and ccsts 
amount to much more than the cost 
of a similar car ride would have 
been in a hired or properly borrowed 
car. There must be a great thrill in 
doing these things, or they would 
cease. 

We arc howling about high taxes, 
and yet wc believ e we would tc safe 
in saying that when it was all count 
cd up we pay mere for our judiciary 
system in Canada than for any other 
one thing. It is a sure thing that if 
these highly nlaried ofiicia’s could 
be dispensed with, or put on pari 
time, that our tax bills could be red 
uced a great deal. 

Well, what is the solution ? The 
Golden Rule of the Master would go 
aXng way toward solving these 
troubles We have all departed far 
from the idea of doing unto others 
as you would that others s hould do 
unto you. And in its stead we have 
supplemented the idea of doing the 
other fellow' before he does you,, and 
bcause of this attitude w e have to 
have police officers, police magist¬ 
rates, judges, jurors, law'yers, and 
%vhnf not. Becau.se we have little or 
no confidence in our fellowman. 
There was a time when these dis¬ 
putes would be settled by arbitration, 
but today for one case that is arbit¬ 
rated, there ar> ninety-nine go thru 
the Courts, and after all in many 
cases that money could have been 
saved, better feelings preserved and 
as much justice meted out as in the 
e<d3fts of the land. 

Tnis is no castigation of the judic 
iary. We have full confidence in 
them and their decisions, an^ respect 
them in their offices. But ther e is no 
doubt but that many of the cases air 
od in court, if taken at the commenc 
ement could have been arbitrated and 
settled peaceably, and we doubt if 
there ate many of the magistrates 
and judges who have any particular 
liking for the sentences they have to 
pass out and who would not rather 
have disputes settled out of the court 
repms. 

One or two individuals cannot 
m ake mii 'h headway at stamping out 
this spirit of freedom in appropriat¬ 
ing other people’s goods. But a com 
munity effort could come Very nearly 
Idling it Thera are many tilings 
♦hat could be tried out. For one, if 
the proper sentiment existed, wc 
coul 1 try for awhile talking to our 
neighbor and Ins family, instead of 
talking about them. The latter is al¬ 
ways easier, an 1 under existing con¬ 
ditions sometimes a great deal safer, 
because many of us recent anv tug- 
gestions from the outside and inte*p- 
ret them in the wrong way. Then ag 
ain, wc could resolve to be our broth¬ 
er's keeper a Ijttle if ore, an^ help 
check on each other and each other's 
families. We do not favor tho gossip 
rnd tale bearer, but it would be dif¬ 
ferent .ntirely if we rca ly trie! to 
do a good turn in our visits Jnstea l 
of just gossiping. 

Acts of vandalism and petty larc¬ 
ency arc not tlie fruits of a moment i 
thought, but rather a climax to a 
series of smaller end rather insignif 
leant things that may have appeared 
rather emart an i pert at the time. 
We have said many times that “Ille 
ness ij the devil’s workshop,” an 1 
in V .w of what takes place in our 
midst occasionally, it seems that ev¬ 
ery father and mother, along with 
teaching their children right things, 
owe it to th e child to ree that there 

flC7r - lcin^ useful employment 
for his leisure hours, and that his 
uiin 1 is occupied with something u e- 
ful, then mischief will not hatch so 


readily. 

These items are not exactly the 
kind we like to mention. But the rep 
edition of these acts of law-breaking 
are not very good advrrtlaing for 
the town either and if we could do 
aomething to start a crusade that 
would result in helping all of us to a 
higher plane in the observance of the 
Golden Rule, then it would be worth 
all the condemnation that this article 
will bring upon us

Undulant Fever is a comparatively 
new cllwaio. It In new only In the 
m naj tint It Is now recognized for 
wliut II Ih. The inhabitants of th.» 
Island of Malta nuflered for years 
from a disease known as Malta fev¬ 
er; this diaea.ie was thought to be 
limited to that island. It was dis¬ 
covered some years ago that this dis¬ 
ease was spead by their regular milk 
supply which came from goats. 

Contagious abortion is unfortumt- 
e’.y iRr from being uncommon in the 
herds of Canada. Th c disease germ 
which causes abortion i3 thc same 
germ which, when it gains entrance 
into the human body, cars 23 undulant 
fever. There are several varieties of 
this germ, clone relations os it were, 
one variety prefers to live in the cow, 
another in goats and still another in 
hogs po it is that the germ respon- 
hib’c ior a particular dinca.s ( , on the 
Island of Malta an which is spread by 
the milk from goats is much the 
same as thc germ causing contagious 
abortion in animals in our country 
and responsible for undulant fever 
in man. 

Undulant fever is contracted by 
man either through the use of raw 
milk lrom infected animals or by con 
tact with infected animals. By in¬ 
fected animals, wc mean anima’s 
which have the germ in their bod'es. 

Since the Jiscas e was recognized in 
tills country, a number of cases have 
be^n reiHirted. Th e disease varies in 
its severity There is fever, headache, 
los 3 of appetite. w'cakne3s and either 
constipation or diarrhoea. It resem¬ 
bles tyhoid fever. There are certain 
laboratory tests which may be mode; 
these tests are of great assistance to 
thc doctor in making the diagnosis. 

In this, as in thc consideration of 
other diseases, when we know the 
cause and how thc disease is spread, 
we naturally ask how' it may be pre¬ 
vented The answer to the question 
can be definite. 

The g rm is in thc milk. Pasteur¬ 
ization destroys the germ. Milk w hich 
is pasteurized is rafe — only milk 
which in pasteurized is 3afe and if all 
milk use 1 were pasteurized it would 
prevent all the undulant fever which 
is now spread by milk. 

Those who work with animals or 
handle meat r-hould know that thc 
disease may he contracted by contact 
with infected animals. The wearing 
r,f gloves, the prompt and proper at¬ 
tention given to breaks in the skin, 
thc thorough waiting of ban !s are 
flic mensrres of self-prot ctioa which 
such workers should use regularly in 
their own interests.
